2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record and to the Examiner's knowledge does not teach or render obvious, at lest to the skilled 
artisan, the instant invention regarding a method for manufacturing a solid-state imaging device 
by adhering a transparent substrate, in which a plurality of frame-shaped spacers are formed, via 
an adhesive to a wafer on which plural solid-state imaging elements are formed, and by dividing 
the transparent and the wafer for each solid-state imaging element, each of the solid-state 
imaging elements on the wafer being surrounded by each of the plurality of spacers, particularly 
characterized by the step of adhering a transfer member to which the adhesive is applied to the 
plurality of spacers formed in the transparent substrate and releasing the transfer member from 
the transparent substrate to transfer the adhesive onto the plurality of spacers formed on the 
transparent substrate, as detailed in claim 1 (also see Applicant's remarks filed on 7/15/09). 
Claims 2-16 and 23 depend from claim 1.
